INJUNCTION~Ts~ DISSOLVED 


Judge Werner Says Writ Had 


No Effect—Civil Suits' 


Are Threatened 


Officials of the city of Neenah, and 


A. ,K. Ellis, superintendent of the 
Wisconsin Traction Light, Heat and 
Power Co. were 
exonerated 
from 


charges of conspiracy brought by A. 
C. Homan of the A. C. Homan Bus 
Lines in a decision rendered late 
Wednesday afternoon by Judge Ed- 
gar -V. Werner of the circuit court 
before whom the case was on trial. 
The judge also dissolved a temporary 
injunction against enforcement of two 
Jfeenah ordinances and threatened to 
dissolve the injunction against a third 
ordinance if the city of Necnah can 
show that the bus line is interfering 
with traffic. 


Tho court ordered dismissal of the 


case against the city 
officials and 


against Mr. Ellis but not against the 
city of Xeenah. A decision in that 
case will be made later. 


. MAY DISSOLVE THIRD ^ 


Ordinances 430 and 
451, enforce- 


ment of which had been 
enjoined 


regulated parking places for busses 
and license fees -paid' by bus lines. 
These two injunctions were dissolved. 
Ordinance 44S, against which the in- 
junction was continued, regulated the 
leaving time of the busses but the 
court held if the city can prove that 
traffic is being interfered with and 
the ordinance is being violated that 
Injunction will be dissolved also.. 


Homan brought suit against the 


city of Neenah, its officials and Mr. 
Ellis charging that the ordnances 
regulating bus lines were unreason- 
able and unconstitutional and that the 
officials and* Mr. Ellis had conspired 
to force the bus lines out of business. 


SUIT THREATENED

irtg that civil actions against Mr. 
Homan may be started soon.

Thursday when the Sinn Fein cabicet 
met here to • consider the agreement. 


There were hints of oppositon by 


the Sinn Fein irrecbncilables who de 
mand a republic and absolute separa 
tion from the British empire, as the 
cabinet ministers gathered to discuss 
tho treaty with President Kamonn De 
Valera, 


Leaders of\the Irish parties were 


solemn as they gathered for the meet- 
ing. 
None would express an open 


opinion 'as to tho decision the cabinet 
will take, but privately many 
saiO 


they expected a final, agreement on 
the pact.

The general attitude of the common 


people in Ireland is one of resignation. 
They believe the matter is in the 
hands of tho Bail Bireann and the 
Bntish ]>arliamcnt and ithey are con- 
tent to await the decision of tho two 
bodies who "are doing the business." 


Several hundred Sinn Fein political 


prisoners were released 
Thursday 


from interment camps at 
Curragh, 


Dublin, Cork and other towns, in ac- 
cordance with King George's procla- 
mation of amnesty. Great crowds 
gathered to greet the prisoners. _ 


Sir James Craig, the Ulster' pre- 


mier, has arranged a conference with 
Premier Lloyd George for 11 a. m. 
Friday. He will, leave Belfast Thurs 
day night for London. 


Tho failure! of Ulster to ratify the 


pact was explained by a high author- 
ity here Thurj»day as merely a tem- 
porary reserving of judgment. This

New Influence to Struggle of 
Dominions for Individuality.

Washington—Peace . between 
Ire- 


land and England means far reaching 
effects not only upon the arms con 
lerence in session here but possibly 
upon the foreign policy of the United 
States in' respect to the 
British 


dominions. * The settlement means: 


First, that Ireland is entitled 
to 


membership in the league of nations 
along with Canada. Australia, New 
Zealand and the British dominions. 
The British now will 
have 
seven 


"* 
* -••. 
members in .the league of nations as- 
sembly. Instead'Of 'six/__,,. _- V,,- 
' Second, Ireland's territorial integ- 
rity will be- guaranteed as" against 
external aggression" by all members 
of the league of nations under the 
famous article ten of the covenant. 
Originally, the Irish 
viewed this 


article as a guarantee of British con- 
trol over Ireland but in view of the 
fact that Ireland 
now assumes the 


constitutional statua of Canada, the 
members of the league are obliged to 
recognize Ireland's territorial 
entity 


as well as that of any other member. 


Third, Ireland will unquestionably 


find 
herself 
as 
aggressive about 


foreign policy as Canada and Austra 
Ha and South Africa have been. The 
peace treaty just signed between Ire- 
land and England does not specify 
exactly what shall bo the relations of 
the Irish free state with the other 
governments of tlvs world. This is a 
Celicate point and has never been de 
fi-|;d in the case of any British 
dominion. In 
fact, 
Canada went 


turther than any other British state 
had previously gone when 
Premier 


Meighcn notified the Bntish govern- 
ment at the last imperial conference 
at London that if the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance were renewed, he might sub- 
mit it to the Canadian parliament for 
ratification or rejection. 
This was 


the first time a dominion premier 
saycd to place an issue of foreign 
policy before his parliament. It led 
indirectly to the calling of the Wash' 
ington 
conference on Far 
Eastern 
questioni. 


SEEK INDIVIDUALITY 


Ever since that occasion Canada 


has been striving for more individua- 
lity. Indeed, the general elections in 
Canada which >ero hc\d this week 
icsuUed in a victory for the opposi- 
tion to Premier Meighcn.

the opposition speakers

Canadian participation in matters of 
foreign 
policy that were ot direct 


concern to her and a. controversy 
was waged in the press as to whether 
Sir Kobert Borden. a member of the 
British delegation to the armament 
conference, was a representative of 
Canada or of the crown. The Wash- 
ington iwvernmcrf was freely criti- 
cized for not issuing a direct invita- 
tion to dnada. to which the United

The premier's message follows: 
London, Doc. «—"United Press, 


New York: 


"I am very grateful for your kind 


message of congratulation. Those are 
particularly welcome which come like 
yours from the United States for they 
carry with them the assurance that 
deeply rooted cause of misunder- 
standing between the Bntish empire 
and your great republic is at last 
removed. 


"If, indeed, the heart and con- 


science of the gifted Irish race are 
now to support-those common ideals 
for which the empire and republic 
gave their hands to France in the 
great war. the cause of justice, open 
dealing and peace among nations will 
go forward with new power. 


"We have watched with 
admira- 


tion and thankfulness the clear -and 
vigorous efforts given by your states- 
men at "Washington to this great 
cause. I' have>'been 
de-aply 
disap- 


pointed that the woik of the Irish 
conference .{"here,- has' hitherto pre- 
vented ma from being present at the 
momehiious gathering.

'"Its splendid work, is now so well 


advanced* and we have such strong 
confidence m Mr. Balfour 
and his 


colleagues of the British empire dele- 
gation to further intense desire for 
its triumphant success that I do not 
think there will be any call for my

Swears He Witnessed 


Hanging Of-12 Soldiers 


In One Town In France

Washington—An affidavit charging 


that 
12 American 
soldiers 
were 


hanged in one town in France was 
introduced by Senator Tom Watson. 
Georgia. Democrat, when he appeared 
before the special senate committee 
investigating charges 
oC numerous 


hangings in the A. E. F. 


The affidavit was made by George 


H. Taylor, Philadelphia. 
• . 


Taylor swore that while stationed 


at Is-sur-Tillc. France, he personally 
saw 12 soldiers hanged and when he 
left that place he declared arrange- 
ments had been made for the hang- 
ing of several others. 


"All tho condemned men were ex- 


ecuted in the uniform of the United 
Ftatcs army." Taylor swore, "I do 
not know whether they had been con- 
demned by courtmarUal or not." 


"On April 25. 1319. I saw two nc- 


procs and one -white sergeant hanged. 
The sergeant -was tried by a French 
courtmartial on Wednesday April 25. 


1910. on a charge of rape, was found 
guilty and hanged on the following 
Friday." Taylor swore. 


"I attended the trial as a gu.irJ and 


heard the evidence, though I could 
not understand all of the witnesses be- 
cause those for the prosecution spoke 
in French. I could tell from the way 
the accused acted that "he could not 
understand the witnesses against him 
and he afterwards told me while I 
was guarding his cell that he did not 
know what 
the 
witnesses swore 


n^ainst him because they spoke in the 
French language." 


Taylor s.iid the' condemned man 


told him he was innocent. 


Watson told the committee that he 


wished to call some -witnesses who 
were drawing compensation from the 
sovernmcnt for injuries received in 
the war who feared thcSr. compensa- 
tion would be cut off as a result oT 
their testimony.

This sum rep- 
resents royalties and bonuses on more 
than 20,000,000 barrels of-oil produced 
on the Osage reservation. 


Increasing numbers of Indians are 


taking up farming, the report stated. 
Fifty thousand of them are cultivat- 
ing land,'13,000 more than last year. 
The gross value of crops on one re- 
servation exceeded 11,000,000 tlio re- 
port showed.

Report of Interstate-Commerce 


Commission Shows Half 


Million Men Laid Off 


By United Press Leased Wire 


Washington—Lower railroad rates 


in the near future were foreseen by 
tho interstate commerce commission 
Thursday in its annual report to con- 
srcss. 


After a general declaration that the 


railroad situation is showing steady 
improvement, the commission said: 


•;\Ve are hopeful that with an im- 


provement in the volume of traffic 
and with a further adjustment of op- 
crating costs in harmony with pre- 
i ailing tendencies, a 
substantially 


lower level of rates and fares will be 
compatible with the rule of ratemak- 
ing which has been prescribed by con- 
gress and at the same time permit an 
adequate maintenance of the prop- 
erties." 


This is taken to mean a general re- 


duction in rates will follow the com- 
prehensive rate inquiry now in pro- 
gress nder the direction of the com- 
mission. The cut is expected to come 
early next year. 


The report reveals that tho rail- 


roads ha\c dropped from their pay- 
rolls a half million employes within 
the last year. 


This has greatly aided the railroads 


in m;iking a financial recovery- 


Ill addition the report said: 
"With the reduction in the level of 


wages effective as of July 1. 1921. net 
earnings in July. August and Septem- 
ber. 1921. again showed substantial 
increase, although 
not reaching a 


rate of 6 per cent on the value of rail 
properties so' determined lor the 
United States as a whole."

His de- 
sire to promote the development of coop- 
erative marketing by organization of far- 
mers is particularly praiseworthy. One of 
our greatest economic problems is the dis- 
tribution of agricultural products in such 
a manner as to stabilize prices and to in- 
sure the maximum returns to the produc- 
er. Under -our present system of market- 
ing the farmer in effect has no voice in the 
disposal of what he has to sell or the price 
he receives. In the* main there is no im- 
derstandablc factor which determines 
either. "Where it can be detected it is 
very often hostile to the interests of the 
producer. To secure protection the farm- 
er must take matters in his ovrn hands 
through organization, aoid congress cau 
assist him by enacting the legislation rec- 
ommended by the president. 


Mr. Harding's advocacy of the estab- 


lishment of judicial or quasi-judicial tri- 
bunals for adjudication of disputes be- 
tween capital and labor is not received 
cordially in labor circles. Nevertheless, 
it invites, careful consideration if for no 
other reason than that it springs from a 
desire to promote better relations between 
employer and employe. If it is not the 
proper" solution it may open up discus- 
sion^ that will lead to a solution. 
Mr. 


Harding upholds the right of labor to or-, 
ganize and to bargain collectively through, 
its chosen^ leaders, a. right which is quite - 
as vital to labor as'is the corresponding 
privilege accorded capital. In the end. set- 
tlement of the labor question must come 
from, direct dealings between employers 
and employes. "Neither courts nor arbi- 
trators can settle controversies where 
there is a disposition on either side to be 
unjust or unreasonable. 'Bight settlement 
should come from, an honest purpose to 
deal squarely and fairly. 


The president naturally wants an early 


'disposition of the tariff and so does the 
country. This nightmare of political log- 
rolling ought, to be gotten over with as 
' soon as possible. It is noteworthy that Mr. 


i Harding opposes the 'American valuation 


fplan. His advocacy of measures to bring 
about decentralization, of industries in 
large cities by readjustment of freight 


1 rates in favor of smaller communities and 
the extension of good roads, opens'up a 
new field for thought and is likely to meet 
with considerable approbation. ,The presi- 
• dent would fund 'the war loans to the al- 
lies with definite long term obligations, 
which of course is the only sound way to 
lia&dlc them. There are many other sensi- 
ble recommendations, including congres- 
sional aid to Kussia. His message covers 
questions which are of cpncern to the 
jVmerican peoplc: it is an orderly and well- 
balanced document and will give fougress 
plenty to think about. After all. it is not 
a question of executive recommendation 
so much as it is a question of legislative 
response. The president proposes, but the 
congress disposes. If congress measures 
half: way up to the standards set by the 
iNVhito house, no inatler who is president, 
we skould have little to complain of in 
legislative affairs.

In the 
century and a half of our national exist- 
ence we iTave never witnessed discontent 
in Canada over its membership in the 
British empire. Canada could have free- 
dom and complete political severance 
from Great Britain, if it so desired. Eng- 
land could not. doubtless would not, at- 
tempt to force Canada to remain in the 
empire against her will. Canada is there 


1 by virtue of her own wishes and her own 
free desire. She appears to be satisfied, 
notwithstanding she is next door to the"" 
greatest republic in the world and is in 
daily contact 
with its men and 
its 


institutions. 


"We may expect the same thing of Ire- 


laud. Now that Ireland is a member of 
the British empire of her own free will 
and her independence has been recog- 
nized, it is unlikely she will ever care to 
leave the empire. As time goes on the 
British empire will assume more and 
more the character of the union of Amer- 
ican states, held together by mutual de- 
sire and .consent, with no active coercion 
cementing 
the 
bond. 
Possibly there 


will 
always 
be fundamental 
differ- 


ences of form between the British and the 
American unions, but in essence and in 
spirit they probably will become indis- 
tinguishable. The qualtte which make 


• real democracies are the same no matter 


what the outward appearance. It is the 
substance, not the form, that counts.

until the poor dupe's cash is exhausted or his health 
ruined, or both, and he throws himself on the mercy 
of the ordinary family doctor.

Unfortunately each and all of 


these crude drugs irritates, congests and 
some- 


times inflames the bow els,—though if you carry the 
insult far enough the bowels will move, to be sure. 


The truth is> that with rare exceptions the popu- 


lar notion that some medicine or other artificial aid 
must be used more or less regujarly or at frequent 
intervals to keep the bowels working properly is 
founded on nothing but misapprehension. Even in 
tho most obstinate instances of physic habit it has^ 
been proved over and over again that if once the 
victim's, mind can be disabused of the delusion that 
the alimentary tube won't work without crude help 
the difficulty clears up and the victim finds he can 
get along very-comfortably, after all, without inter- 
fering in Nature's control of peristalsis. 
A few- 


years ago DuBois demonstrated this very old truth 
anew, as a psychological phenomenon; in reality it 
is very simple sense. 
A great many victims of imaginary "kidney 


trouble" and a great many victims^ ot imaginary 
'female complaint" are suffering solely from the 
by effects of their favorite physics.

Taixm. E«ich of those nations is Ur- 
ns to get out of tho disarmament con- 
ference some advantage in naval arm- 
ament. Japan stands out resolutely

THE SUBMARINE QUESTION 
England stands out for reducing the 


submarine to tho lowest 
possible 


status." Hemmed in on her little isl- 
and,' Great Britain is more menaced 
by the submarine than by anything 
else. It nearly starved her during the 
war. It i-5 capable of making the 
.ransportation of food and material 
rom her colonies almost impossible. 
On the other hand, it" is not important 
o the defense of her short insular 
coast line. Hence large submarine 
1otillasv and the development of" the 
submarine aro- tho greatest menaces 
to England.- She is in-favor of -al- 
most- abolishing submarines. She also 
comes forward with her little sophis 
tries. What, a horrible tiling sub- 
marine warfare is! _~ 


The United States is not so im- 


pressed with this horror. Submarines 
are extremely useful on the defense of 
a long coast lino like ours. We are in 
favor of a rather large supply of sub- 
marines. Furthermore, the genuine- 
ness of our desire to disarm was-put 
to the test, it seems, when poison gas 
was mentioned. It was suggested 
that poison gas be eliminated alto- 
gether from international warfare, as 
the most horrible weapon of all. and 
the American delegation demurred. It 
is said that our War Department has 
tho formula for tho most destructive 
gas on earth, and that in the next war 
it will be our strongest asset. Are we 
going to throw it away? We should 
say not. 


All of this is no criticism of anyone. 


It is merely a statement of the in- 
evitable. No nation is going to dis- 
arm as long as the world is full of 
things and situations that are capable 
of causing international wars. Disarm- 
ament will bo possible when cause for, 
international war has been abolished 
everywhere 
as 
completely, for ex- 


ample, as cause for war between the 
United States and Canada has been 
abolished. And these causes for in- 
ternational war will he abolished when 
tho common" man refuses to fight and 
pay, taxes. 
A sood many common men in the 


world are In revolt ngolnot bloodshed 
and taxes now. Tliat is tho real 
reason why tho conference assembled. 
That is Iho reason for all of Its bum- 
coml>o about peace nnd fratwnlty, and 
for wliat sincere efforts it la making 
to establish in tho Far East «omo sort 
of an arrangement tliat will bo lesa 
immediately and 
obviously produc- 


tive of conflict than the present one. 


But in tho main tho causes of in- 


ternational war 
will not even be 


touched by tho conference. Tho causes 
of lnteniation.il w.-irs arc tho quarrels 
of investors of different nationalities 
over concessions of trade and natural 
resources in 
countries not strong 


enough to defend themselves. Every 
International war simmers down to 
that In the long ran. Tho late World 
War was fought for a largo number of 
high ideals, as wo all know. And we 
all know th'at none of them were 
realized and that when the dust of 
battle settled tho victors were to bo 
seen dividing up. among their respec- 
tive investors, oil wells, iron deposits, 
spheres of- influence and little things 
like that The -United States went 
into the war with no selfish interest, 
but sho came out of it with 
the 


financial mastery of the world in her 
loft pants pocket. 
WHAT BENEFITS BY VICTORY 


Yet how this financial mastery of 


the world has benefited the man who 
works for wages or a solan" in this 
country, it is hard to discover. He 
cither fought or paid for that mastery, 
but if'called upon to produce his 


the benefit he would have a 


hard "time doing it. 


So" it always is. The common man 


never shares in tho material benefits 
of a war, except in a temporary and 
accidental way. 
Those go to a few 


financiers.'' "What tho*common man 
gets is the fun of fighting and paying 
taxes and tho emotional exaltation of 
engaging 
in 
a 
great 
patriotic 


enterprise. 
That these things are worth some- 


thing to him is evident from 
the 


amount ho pays for them, tl is futile 
to pretend tliat war has no appeal to 
the common man. If it didn't have, 
there wouldn't bo any war. - The com- 
mon man's life Is apt to bo a monot- 
onous restricted affair. War may^sud 
denly make it exciting, intense. War 
brings to a people an enormous 
amount of misery, but it also brings 
an enormous amount of excitement, of 
tho joy of1 primitive impulse un- 
leashed, and of a great emotional de 
bauch. It can scarcely bo disputc-1 
that there is some human need "which 
war satisfies. 
Modern international 


war is the spectacle of certain 
in- 


terested parties working to 
satisfy 
that need and in so doing to promote 
certains-profitable purposes of their 
own. 
' 


Tho flaw in the system i<? that ever 


since the Middle Ages war has been 
becoming less and less satisfactory to 
the common man as a means of satis- 
fying his craving for combat, adven- 
ture, and emotional explosion. In the 
Middle Ages war was a. sort ot great 
free-forall fight in which men en 
cased in cast iron banged at each 
other with long sticks. Nearly every- 
body had a good time, and not , so 
many were killed. A wan could, and 
did, go on for a hundred years with- 
out doing any great harm." And then 
there were tho Crusades. 
Who 


wouldn't like to go on junkets such as 
those? 


Then came the great age of discov- 


ery and colonization. Here again war 
became a. delightful adventure. From 
Cortez's subjugation of Mexico down 
to Ouster's last stand, the conquest of 
'the American 
wilderness 'was. im 


heroic adventure that rivalled' the 
Odyssey. 
' 
, 
Those wars had appeal to the imagi 


nation, they gave the common man 
a real thrill, and they did not exhaust 
nations or peoples! 


Modern war is an adventure for 


compartively few and a hard, miser 
able affair for many, and it does ex- 
haust both nations and peoples. It 
even sometimes destroys the men who 
expected to benefit by it. Even men 
of finance concede that the last war 
cost too mucli. Some of them, went 
broke. 
And the common man Is disillu- 


sioned. That is the great point. Com 
pare tho feeling in this country now 
with that which" existed after 
the 


Spanish-American War, and you soe 
where tho real hope of peace lies.1
